Side upon our Affairs, and relates always 
the worft of every thing; if the News be 

„leſſening it with Surmizes and Snp- 
poſes; if bad, aggravating it with Addi- 
tions and feigned Circumftances, as far 28 

ble to reader us deſperate, and aur At- 
2irs in a worſe Condition than they are. 

And io this Caſe really the Infirmity of 
our People is remarkable; in that chey 
ſerm pleaſed with melancholly Reports, and 
wiling to have things made worſe to them 


than they are, that they appear gratify'd 
with the Phlegmatick Part, and = to be 
poring upon their Misfortunes, with the 
magnifying Glaſs of their own Hypocon- 
driack Vapours; of theſe People 1 ſhall 
— by themſelves hereaſter, hut at pte - 
ent my Obſervatiom are not ſo much upon 
the Deluded, as upon the Deluderg —- 
Theſe are fatal Enemies to our preſenc 
Peace, Difturbers of the Nations Quiet, 
and too fatal [nftruments ia our preſcat 
Diſcontent. 

There cannot be a worſe Method taken 
to ruin us than this, to raiſe the Murmurs 
of the People where they are qulet, and 
encreaſe them where they are already rais's. 
Nor is there ?ny thing tends more 
directly to this, tha Chis unhappy Article 
of ſpreading falſe and invented Reports, to 
impoſe upon the Tgnorance of the wel). 
meaning but leſs intelligent People, or ſuch 
as live remote from publick Affairs, and 
too much depend upon ſuch Kind of Intelli. 


gence.
